That such men as Generals Gaines and Je- 
sup (Scott we know little about) if properly 
sustained by the Government and suffered 
to take their own way, could not defend the 
lives and citizens of Florida, even though 
they failed in subduing the Indians, is very 
extraordinary, and has never been satisfac- 
torily accounted for. 

One thing we should contend for as an 
act of justice to those who have lost their 
all in Florida, and that is that an act of in- 
demnity should be passed in their favor by 
Congress by providing for the widows and 
Orphans.

evidence the Government could have had 
that if the army was insufficient to protect 
the lives and property of the citizens, it 
was insufficient to conquer the Indians— 
therefore the Government is to blame be- 
cause it did not send an army sufficient in 
numbers or courage, or have applied the 
proper remedy, whatever that might have 
been,at once,and not have stood shilly shally 
till the Indians killed and plundered the ci- 
tizens and marched off peaceably with the 
booty. The troops must all have been De- 
mocracy men. But not having seen any ac- 
count or report of the war, we cansot say 
where the blame lies—for blame there cer- 
tainly was somewhere. 

Whether before or alter the army was 
in the field we cannot gay, ‘we saw gn ac- 
count in the newspapers of the capture of 
some slaves belonging to Col. Dummet of 
St. Augustine, but never knew the exient 
of his loss till a few days since. It is now 
stated that be lost every thing he had—bis 
extensive sugar works and property all de- 
stroyed—his house burned and all his 
slaves captured and killed, and that he is 
now at avery advanced age reduced to 
beggary. Col. Dummet emigrated to this 
country about twelve or fourteen years 
since from England with a large fortune— 
settled in East Florida and embarked in 
the culture of sugar upon an extensive 
scale, and was successful; and being a gen- 
tlemah of wealth and talents, would have 
contributed much to the prosperity of the 
Territory; but is now in indigence from 
the unchecked ravages of the Seminoles! 

We happen to know more of this gentle- 
man than the other sufferers— having board- 
ed at the same house where he once did 
at New Haven, Conn. 

But almost every one near the coast 
worth anything were great sufferers, ap 
many lives lost. But the sufferings of Mrs. 
Hall—a history of which was hardly ever 
equatled—and never but one instance od- 
curred besides this where the victim of 
such barbarity recovergd. 

We have a pamphlet before us contain- 
ing the history of the sufferings of Mrs. 
Hall and the fate of her unhappy husband, 
who was burned to death by the Indians, 
which ought to brand those with eternal 
infamy who were the cause of those acts 
of barbarity.
